SPANISH OLIVE OIL INDUSTRY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports 
that at a recent meeting of the Federation of Olive Oil 
Exporters of Spain the question of the market situa- 
tion and the cessation of foreign sales came up for dis- 
cussion. In this connection it was mentioned that the 
last harvest in Spain amounted to 665,000 tons, while 
the exports up to the end of August had reached 
90,000 tons, the home consumption being 187,000 tons 
(calculated on a basis of 250,000 tons per annum), and 
that consequently there remained a stock of about 
885,000 tons of last year’s crop. 

Producers state that this year’s crop will be on a 
small scale. The average crop during the five years 
from 1922 to 1926 was 296,000 tons, the smallest for 
ten years being that of 1926, with 280,000 tons. 
Reports received indicate that the olive crop in Italy 
was normal, those of Tunis, Algeria, and French 
Morocco very abundant, and those of Greece good, 
while the crops in Portugal, Palestine and Syria are 
said to be poor. ‘The shrinkage of sales abroad is 
ascribed to the high prices ruling, which drive con- 
sumers to buy other oils. This is especially the case 
in the United States and Argentina, 








COVER FOR NOTES IN SALVADOR. 

The Department of Overseas Trade has received a 
translation of a Legislative Decree of the Republie of 
San Salvador, dated 30th July, which amends the 
Law governing banks of issue, so as to permit them to 
increase their note circulation. 

Under the Law of 1900, Section 5, the note issue 
was not to exceed double the capital and at least 50 
per cent. of the issue was to be backed by gold and 
silver. By the new Decree the note issue can be in- 
creased above the limit mentioned by the excess of the 
reserves over the statutory minimum of 10 per cent. 
of the capital. The metallic backing of the notes, 
which was 50 per cent. under the old Law, is now a 
minimum of 40 per cent. in gold coin and 60 per cent. 
in paper passed by the Government. 

The banks of issue are the Banco Occidental, Banco 
Salvadorefio and Banco Agricola-Comercial, in order 


of paid-up capital, thus:—Banco Occidental, 
6,000,000 colons; Baneo Salvadorefo, 4,000,000 
eolons; and Banco Agricola-Comercial, 1,560,000 
colons. 


On 30th June last there was a margin of note issue, 
under the old Law, of 210,000 colons not utilised. 
The additional issue now made possible would be 20 
per cent. of the reserve funds, which total 2,790,000 
colons, that is 2,511,000 colons. This figure is about 
one-seventh of the value of the notes now in circula- 
tion,

IMPORTS OF CHEMICALS AND ‘TEXTILES. 


in the chemical section ordinary and unscented 
soups were imported in considerably larger quantities, 
mostly from Great Britain. The same remark holds 
good of medicinal soaps. British supplies of paints 
and varnishes also increased. Imports of sulphate of 
ammonia during 1927 amounted to 169,233 tons, as 
compared with 148,656 tons and 146,788 tons in 1926 
and 1925 respectively. Great Britain’s share was 
68,465 tons in 1927, against 29,689 tons in the preced- 
ing year, Germany’s supplies receded from 82,000 
tons in 1926 to 72,000 tons in 1927. Vervy little change 
is to be recorded in pharmaceutical specialities ag far 
as the total imports are concerned, but the position in 
regard to British supplies has improved. 

[In comparison with previous years imports of cotton 
piece-goods declined slightly, although the United 
Kingdom retained the lead in their supply. The same 
remark applies to the other textiles made of vegetable 
fibres, and also to woollen piece-goods, 


Export TRADE. 


Among exports iron ore showed an advance at 4:8 
million tons, as against 1-9 million and 3-6 million tons 
in 1926 and 1925 respectively. Great Britain absorbed 
2-4 million tons last year. About 200,000 tons was 
the increase in the export of iron pyrites over 1926 and 
1925, France taking over a third of the total of 
1,558,000 tons. 

_ Exports of cork have steadily increased, progressing 
irom 65,800 tons in 1925 to 88,700 tons in 1926, and 
96,350 tons in 1927. Of the 29,292 tons of esparto 
grass shipped from Spain last year Great Britain took 
27,687 tons. 

For the first time Spain figured last year as an 
exporter of unscented, scented and medicinal soaps, 
and these exports more than counterbalanced the 
imports. This was also the case with certain kinds of 
perfumery. 
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Salt exports in 1927 were 612,484 tons, as compared 
with 493,167 tons and 560,646 tons in 1926 and 1925 
respectively. 

Among foodstuffs an increase was shown in ship- 
ments of preserved sardines of nearly 1,000 tons over 
those of 1926, but other fresh or preserved fish exports 
declined. Rice figured with 53,000 tons, as against 
64,000 tons in 1926, and 45,000 tons in 1925. Garlic 
was up by 2,000 tons, as compared with 1926, but 
onions showed a decline to 164,227 tons from 173,270 
tons in 1926, and 173,700 tons in 1925; 122,000 tons of 
the 1927 crop went to the United Kingdom, 

Lemon and orange exports were on a smaller scale, 
the total being 633,000 tons for 1927, as compared 
with 730,000 tons in both 1926 and 1925. Fresh 
grapes showed an increase of nearly 10,000. tons over 
1926, although, compared with 1925, a falling off of 
13,000 tons is to be recorded. Olives lost ground at 
29,800 tons, as compared with 34,000 tons in the pre- 
ceding year. The export of raisins during 1927 was on 
a similar scale to that of 1926, but the figures for olive 
oil were considerably lower than in the preceding year, 
being 55,000 tons, as against 97,000 tons; in 1925 
some 51,000 tons were shipped. 

Exports of wines were, on the whole, very satis- 
factory, over five million hectolitres being shipped in 
1927, as compared with about three million hectolitres 
in 1926 and 2-9 million hectolitres in 1925.

A SATISFACTORY YEAR’S TRADE. 


The year under review, though not characterised by 
any particular boom in the staple industries of the 
Island, was generally a very satisfactory one, states 
the *Annual General Report on Ceylon for 1927. The 
revenue collected during the financial year ended 30th 
September, 1927, amounted to Ks. 129,358,916—or 
nearly five million rupees in excess of the figure for 
the previous financial year, which was in itself a 
record. The expenditure during the same period was 
Rs. 123,621,897, i.e., Rs. 10,678,075 more than that 
for the previous financial year. On 30th September 
the assets of the Colony showed an excess of 
Rs. 49,696,243 over its liabilities, this accumulated 
surplus exceeding that shown on 380th September, 
1926, by nearly 5} million rupees, 

The value of total trade during the calendar year 
amounted to Rs. 854,399,419 (excluding postal 
articles, ships’ stores and specie). This figure shows 
a decrease of Rs. 44,107,271 when compared with 
1926, but is larger than that of any other year in the 
history of the Colony. The total value of imports was 
Rs. 406,663,779, an increase of Rs. 11,419,538, but 
exports, at Rs. 447,735,640, were Rs, 55,526,849 less 
than in 1926 and Rs. 44,753,656 below 1925. It will 
be noticed, however, that exports still exceed imports 
in value. 


DISTRIBUTION OF T'RADE. 


There was little change in the distribution of trade, 
but imports from foreign countries improved very 
slightly at the expense of those from the United 
Kingdom and British Possessions. The percentage for 
the chief countries show little change from the pre- 
vious year. The largest providers of imports by far 
are British India, the United Kingdom and Burma, 
and these countries between them supplied 65 per 
cent. of the total. The principal countries as 
regards exports were again the United Kingdom and 
the United States. Comparative percentages for the

Imports OF PrEcE-GooDs, ETC, 


The imports of cotton piece-goods were very large 
in 1927; the total amounted to 62,800,468 yards, 
valued at Rs. 25,908,998—an increase of 1,883,897 
yards, or 3 per cent., over 1926, but the value fell to 
ts. 26,943,473. Bleached piece-goods, which showed 
a considerable decline in 1926 from the high figure 
of 1925, rose again in 1927 to 16,086,358 yards, valued 
at Rs. 6,020,176, or within a million yards of the 
quantity imported in 1925. Dyed piece-goods, which 
showed the biggest increase in 1926, when a total of 
28,950,433 yards, valued at Rs. 18,891,530, was 
reached, fell to 26,640,275 yards, valued at 
Rs. 11,851,559 in 1927, but this figure was still over 
3,000 yards in excess of 1925. Printed piece-goods 
showed a large increase from 11,815,844 yards, valued 
at Rs. 5,218,301 in 1926, to 15,600,061 yards, valued 
at Rs. 6,374,092 in 1927. 

As regards country of origin, the United Kingdom 
more than kept her lead. In bleached piece-goods the 
decrease shown in 1926 gave place to a large increase 
in 1927, the totals being 11,178,952 yards and 
14,274,744 yards respectively. British India still led 
in dyed piece-goods with 14,777,223 yards, as against 
15,714,375 yards in 1926. Holland showed a consider- 
able increase under this head, viz., from 4,659,226 
yards in 1926 to 6,228,594 yards in 1927. 

Lace and net showed a considerable increase in 
quantity, but a decrease in value. In the previous 
year 2,338,426 yards, valued at Rs. 207,748, were 
imported; the figures for 1927 were 2,869,004 yards, 
valued at Rs. 176,829. The United Kingdom was the 
chief supplier with 1,755,889 yards, but France in- 
creased her share from 126,426 yards to 568,866 yards, 
and Switzerland sent 348,100 yards. 


Thread, as usual, came mostly from the United 
Kingdom, which supplies five-sixths of the imports, 
the total of which in 1927 was 222,456 lbs., valued at 
Kis. 821,871. 


TEA AND OTHER CHESTS. 


The number of chests imported in 1927 showed a 
slight increase over the total for 1926. The chief 
supplier was Japan, with 2,511,115 chests, or 239,932 
less than in 1926. The United Kingdom sent 887,458, 
an improvement on the previous year of 688,668. The 
only other supplier of importance was Finland, with 
462,150 chests in 1927 as against 280,893 in 1926. 


Motor CARS AND LORRIES. 


Slightly fewer cars were imported in 1927 than in 
1926. The United States again headed the list as 
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regards number and the United Kingdom as regards 


value. Both countries show an increase in number, 
the United States with 845 cars, valued at 
Rs. 1,963,898, as against 812 cars, valued at 


is. 2,222,435 in 1926, and the United Kingdom with 
775 cars, valued at Rs. 2,090,646, as compared with 
724 cars, valued at Rs. 2,126,961 in 1926. Canadian- 
made ears fell from 630 in 1926 to 440 in 1927, but 
French increased from 173 to 207, though the Italian 
decreased from 206 to 184, 


The United States increased its lead as regards 
lorries, the figures being 467 in 1926 and 495 in 1927, 
The United Kingdom sent 110 in 1927 and 97 in 1926 
and Canada 132 and 343 respectively. 


IMpPoRTS OF METALS. 


The imports of ferrous metals showed an increase 
of 8-9 per cent. in quantity and 7 per cent. in value 
over 1926. The United Kingdom remained by far 
the main supplier with goods to the value of 
Rs. 10,880,374, or 70-3 per cent. of the total and an 
increase of 9-1 per cent. on the previous year. Bel- 
gium took second place with imports to the value of 
Rs. 1,632,903, i.e., 10-5 per cent. of the total, and an 
increase of 6-4 per cent. Germany receded to third 
position with imports valued at Rs. 1,448,593, a drop 
of 22-3 per cent. below the figures for 1926. 


Imports of non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
thereof amounted to Ks. 5,761,948. The United 
Kingdom was the chief supplier with Rs. 2,677,572, or 
slightly under the previous year’s value, but her 
proportion of the whole trade was 47 per cent., as 
compared with 42 per cent. in 1926. Burma supplied 
only about half as much as in 1926, viz., Rs. 1,189,475 
worth, but imports from British India increased by 
15 per cent. to Rs. 1,138,992. 


CoAL AND CEMENT. 


Imports of coal showed an increase from 663,385 
tons, valued at Rs. 16,324,703 in 1926, to 742,387 
tons, valued at Rs. 18,954,938 in 1927. British India 
resumed the first place with 337,400 tons, as against 
224,137 tons, British South Africa receding to second 
place with 260,831 tons, as against 326,929 tons in 
1926. Imports from the United Kingdom showed an 
increase from 76,397 tons in 1926 to 118,710 tons in 
1927. 


The quantity of cement imported increased by 188 
per cent. over the already large figure for 1926, in- 
dicating great building activity and an increased use 
of this material. The two largest suppliers were, as 
usual, the United Kingdom, with 793,213 ewts., and 
Germany, with 407,823 cwts. 


ToBacco IMPonRrTs. 


Practically all the cigarettes imported, except a few 
pounds from Egypt, came from the United Kingdom, 
and the same remark applies to manufactured tobacco. 
Of 7,106 lbs. of cigars imported, 2,940 lbs. came from 
the Philippines, 1,597 Ibs. from Holland, and 1,234 lbs. 
from British India, 


Export TRADE. 


The tea industry had a very prosperous year, the 
total exports of black and green tea (including ships’ 
stores) amounting to a little over 227 million lIbs., or 
nearly 10 million Ibs. more than in 1926. The increase 
in the crop was partly due to a generally favourable 
season, but also largely to the continued attention 
paid to improved methods of cultivation and to the 
continuance of liberal manuring programmes. On the 
other hand, the ruling price during the year was some- 
what lower than in 1926, the average for local sales 
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being 94 cents per |b., as against 99 cts. Thus, the 
total value of tea exports amounted to Rs. 213,774,632, 
which shows an increase of only Rs. 610,749 over the 
previous year, 

The Stevenson Scheme of rubber restriction was in 
operation throughout the year, the percentages of 
release (during the restriction period lst November, 
1926, to 3lst October, 1927) being 80 for the first 
quarter, 70 for the second quarter, and 60 for the 
third and fourth quarters. Prices of rubber showed a 
gradual decline, although the ruling rates were more 
or less uniform during the year. There were periods 
of sight fluctuations, but the tone of the market, on 
the whole, was weak and uncertain throughout the 
year. The total value of rubber exports amounted to 
a little over 1292 million rupees, as against nearly 
1844 million rupees during 1926. 


The total value of exports of coconut products was 
nearly 762 million rupees, or a little over 2 million 
rupees less than in 1926. This decrease is accounted 
for mainly by a short-fall in crops, particularly in the 
second part of the year, as the result of insufficient 
rainfall during the previous twelve months. This 
decline in exports attracted attention and resulted in 
an investigation being made of the exports of coconut 
products during the past sixteen years. Statements 
showing the results of this investigation appear on 
pages 19-20 of the Report. With effect from 16th 
January, 1927, the export duty on desiccated coconut 
was reduced from 70 to 65 cts. per ewt., and that on 
coconut oil from 75 to 65 ects. per cwt. 


Cocoa and cinnamon showed considerable improve- 
ment both in quantities as well as values of the ex- 
ports. The year was, however, a most disappointing 
one for citronella growers; prices ruled low, and for 
some time it was difficult to dispose of stocks at 
remunerative prices. 

As regards plumbago there was a noticeable increase 
in the quantity exported, but the value of shipments 
was even less than in the previous year, the average 
price per ton being Rs. 196 in 1927, as against Rs. 225 
in 1926. 


Paddy and other cultivations which are dependent 
on weather conditions were generally satisfactory 
throughout the Island, except in some of the dry zone 
areas, and unseasonable rains are reported to have had 
an adverse effect in several districts. The Agricultural 
District Committees have continued efforts to in- 
crease the production of foodstuffs and to encourage 
the adoption of improved methods of cultivation. 


The cotton cultivation introduced into Hambantota 
District some years ago is now conducted on a fairly 
large scale by villagers, chiefly on Crown land leased 
to them at a nominal rent. This cultivation is also 
being taken up on a small scale, with encouraging 
results, in the Province of Uva, and elsewhere. 


Suippinc, Ramways AND Roaps. 


Vessels to the number of 4,244 and a total tonnage 
of 12,719,600 entered the ports of the Island in 1927, 
as against 4,053 vessels, with a tonnage of 11,875,547, 
in 1926. 

On 80th September, 1927, there were 895 miles of 
railways open for traffic—an increase of 44 miles over 
the previous year. The light railway from Maho, on 
the Northern line, to Batticaloa and Trincomalee, on 
the east coast of the Island, has now been completed. 
The last section of this line, viz., that from Polon- 
naruwa to Batticaloa, was opened for goods traffic on 
4th January, 1928, and for all traffic on 12th March. 

The total length of roads maintained by the Public 
Works Department was 4,238 miles. Of these 3,644 
miles were metalled, 390 miles gravelled, and 204 
miles natural roads,

INDUSTRIAL TENDENCIES. 


The British Broadcasting Corporation announces 
that a series of six talks, entitled ‘‘ Tendencies in 
Industry To-day,’’ will be given on Friday evenings 
at 7.25 p.m., starting on 9th November. In this 
series, which will be broadcast from 2LO, 5XX and 
other stations, several of the most urgent and contro- 
versial subjects of the day will be discussed frankly 
and with conviction by speakers of every shade of 
political opinion.

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PRIMARY INDUSTRIES OF SOUTH 
AUSTRALIA. 


According to the South Australian Government 
Statist, the total value of primary production in the 
State during the fiscal year 1927-28 was £36,500,000, 
reports the Government Immigration, Intelligence and 
Tourist Bureau at Adelaide. Towards this amount the 
cereals (wheat, barley, oats, etc.) contributed 
£7,554,148, and orchards and vineyards £2,702,348. 
The value of all agricultural production was estimated 
at £12,883,442, or £22 7s. 6d. per head of the popula- 
tion; the acreage under crops was 4,192,146. 

For the current season the official calculations in- 
dicate that the area sown is approximately 4,424,155 
acres, This increase is largely due to the greater pro- 
duction campaign launched by the Premier and the 
Minister of Agriculture on behalf of the State Gov- 
ernment at the beginning of the year. The value of 
the pastoral industry for 1927-28 is set down at 
£7,238,223, or’ £12 11s. 3d. per head of the population. 


CANADA’S TRADE WITH UNITED KINGDOM 
AND UNITED STATES. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, has 
recently issued a summary of the trade of Canada with 
the United Kingdom and United States during August 
last as follows:—Imports for consumption from the 
United Kingdom, 17,679,092 dollars; and Dominion 
exports to that country, 3,365,977 dols. As regards the 
United States, the totals were 77,261,037 dols. and 
43,894,246 dols. respectively. 








CANADIAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London is 
otticially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, 
between 11th and 17th October, the following quanti- 
ties of Canadian fruit have been dispatched to United 
Kingdom ports:—Apples, 14,500 barrels, 1,000 half 
barrels, 75,900 boxes; plums, 2,000 boxes; pears, 600 
boxes, 1,000 half boxes; and peaches, 300 boxes. 





CANADIAN FUEL RESEARCH REPORT. 


The Mines Branch of the Dominion Department of 
Mines has recently issued a Report (No. 689) contain- 
ing details of Investigations on Fuels and Fuel Testing 
carried on at the Research Laboratories in Ottawa 
during the year 1926. The Report opens with a 
general review of investigations by Messrs. B. F. 
Haanel and R. F. Gilmour, In Part I. are bound up 
a number of Reports on investigations into coal, coke 
and peat, while Part II, contains particulars of in- 
vestigations into oil fuels.

dom ports:—Wool, grease, bales, 4,579, scoured, 
bales, 75; mohair, bales, 178; hides, dried, bales, 693, 
wet, bales, 1,000; sheepskins, bales, 603; goatskins, 
bales, 75; wattle extract, Ibs., 83,000; wattle bark, one 
ton; bitter aloes, cases, 15; sealskins, casks, 60; 
buchu, bags, 9; groundnuts, bags, 187; eggs, cases, 
10,974; maize, bags, 30,392; and maizemeal, bags, 
8,692. 

In addition, the following boxes of fruit were also 
shipped on 19th October: —Oranges, 15,541; pines, 
225; grape fruit, 110. 
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INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com. 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 29th October: During the week 
ended 28th October rainfall was nearly general in 
Mysore on four days; in the United Provinces and 
East and other parts of Konkan on three days; in 
Assam, Central India and East Rajputana on two 
days; and in Hyderabad, the Madras Presidency, Fast 
Central Provinces, Orissa, Chota Nagpur, East Central 
India, Gujerat, Sind, Bengal, on the West Coast, 
North Hyderabad, South-East Madras, on the North 
Madras Coast and in South Konkan on one day. Else. 
where there were only local or few falls of rain, 

Monsoon.—Caleutta, 29th October: The monsoon 
has been active in the Peninsula, the central parts of 
the country, the United Provinces, Bengal and Orissa, 

Crops.—Bihar and Orissa, 22nd October: Rainfall 
has been heavy in parts and light to moderate else- 
where, and has considerably benefited paddy.— 
Bombay, 27th October: Agricultural operations are 
satisfactory throughout the Presidency. Rainfall has 
been light in places and moderate to heavy elsewhere. 
It has been generally beneficial to germinated crops, 
but somewhat injurious to ripe and harvested khariff 
crops in places.—Bengal, 24th October: Rainfall has 
been light to moderate on the whole and has been 
beneficial to crops.—Madras, 20th October: Rainfall 
has been general except in parts. The condition of 
crops is fair to good.—Central Provinces, 22nd Octo- 
ber: The weather has been clear but cioudy occasion- 
ally; rainfall has been light. The condition of crops 
is good.—Punjab, 22nd October: The weather has 
been dry. The condition of irrigated crops is average 
to good, and of unirrigated crops below average. 
Cotton has been affected by insect pests in parts.— 
—Assam, 29th October: The weather has been season- 
able and crop prospects are fair.

second sugareane, 2,671,000 acres; second groundnut, 
4,747,000 acres.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 





LONDON. BIRMINGHAM.

NEW DEVELOPMENT AT HEAVY SECTION 
OF THE FAIR. 


OvuTsIDE SEcTION OF 50,000 SQUARE FEET NOW 
FInuinG UP. 


The Birmingham Chamber of Commerce (Inc.), who 
control the Heavy Section of the British Industries 
Fair held in that City each Spring, have been much 
exercised in deciding how to deal with the numerous 
applications for space received since the announcement 
that the whole of the available exhibiting area was 
booked up six months in advance. It was clearly 
recognised, at the meetings which have taken place on 
the subject, that no further structural extensions, 
beyond those now in hand, could be completed in time 
for the 1929 display, even if the Chamber were pre- 
pared to accept the additional strain on their resources. 

As the only alternative to the continued refusal of 
space, it was decided to create an Outside Section 
immediately adjoining the Fair Building. This adds 
an area of no less than 50,000 square feet to the Heavy 
Section of the Fair. The ground, which is now being 
specially prepared for the purpose, is bounded by the 
London Midland and Scottish Railway siding and by 
the passenger approach to the Fair from Castle 
Bromwich railway station. 


READY RESPONSE. 


A recent circular to this effect met with instant 
response on the part of prospective exhibitors. Space 
is already being allotted to manufacturers of concrete- 
mixing machines, which will be shown in operation, 
with other apparatus in relation to road-making and 
building construction. Horticultural and agricultural 


buildings; enclosures of ground by different systems of ° 


cattle and vermin-proof partitioning; temporary struc- 
tures on contract jobs, cattle shelters and the like are 
other products for which outside display is appropriate. 

Other applications have been received from firms 
who wish to give working demonstrations of mobile 
traction in tractors, gantries, telpherage and escalator 
ladders. 

Hard tennis courts, drainage systems, and preserva- 
tive and weather-proof materials are particularly suit- 
able for outside stands, while railway apparatus will 
probably be demonstrated on some miles of private 
sidings between the Fair Building and the L.M. and 8. 
Main Line. 


BuimLpInG PLaANs For 1930, 


The necessity of providing ever-increasing accom- 
modation, which has led to the introduction of the 
Outside Section, brings more acutely before the 
Birmingham Chamber the urgency of planning further 
extensions for the future. It appears inevitable that 
for 1930 all land available to the northern boundary of 
the Exhibition arew of 25 acres must be occupied by 
permanent buildings. Beyond this enlargement, the 
only other method of expansion that is possible under 
the present lease is to continue the Fair Building over 
the East Car Park of six acres, making other arrange- 
ments for cars now using this park. 

The first step here will be the continuation of the 
Fair Building to the east for a further 120 feet by 
three spans of 110 feet each, making a width of 330 
feet. This extension of 39,600 square feet, in addition 
to the 62,000 square feet expansion to the north, is 
already contemplated as being necessary for 1930, 
civing extra space for that year of 101,600 square feet.

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BRITISH INDIA. 


THE BOMBAY PORT TRUST. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
Bomsay. 

According to the Administration Report of the Bombay 
Port Trust for the official year ended 3lst March, 1928, 
the volume of cargo handled during the period under 
review was 6,709,000 tons, an increase of 1,116,000 tons, 
or 20 per cent. above the figures for 1926-27. This advance 
was reflected equally in imports and exports, and in the 
case of the latter the rise was remarkable in view of the 
fall in exports of raw cotton, the volume of which was 
33 per cent. below the average of the last five years. The 
causes of the heavy decrease in the exports of raw cotton 
were abnormal. The demand for Indian cotton, both local 
and foreign, was seriously hampered by the record Ameri- 
can crop of 1926, which included a large percentage of 
low-grade quality, and undercut Indian cotton both in 
India and abroad. This is proved by the fact that 221,000 
bales of low-priced Aierican cotton were imported into 
Bombay during the year under review. Other causes were 
the financial troubles in Japan and the civil war in 
China. The decrease in cotton exports was, however, 
counterbalanced by increases in all the other staple ex- 
ports, notably seeds, groundnuts and manganese ore. 

Imports showed a marked expansion. The total value of 
private merchandise improved by Rs. 9} crores, the prin- 
cipal increases being in piece-goods, coal, iron and steel, 
kerosene and petrol. The total value of piece-goods im- 
ported was the highest since 1920-21; stability in exchange 
and an improvement in other trading conditions revived 
the confidence of importers and encouraged the placing of 
forward contracts. ‘There was a recovery in the re-export 
trade from Bombay of foreign goods and in the coastwise 
shipments of Indian products. Coastings imports fell off 
owing to smaller receipts of raw cotton and a heavy 
decrease in imports of rice from Burma and of wheat 
from Sind. 

FINANCIAL PostIrTion. 


The financial results of the working of the Port Trust 
are equally satisfactory. Receipts increased by Rs. 17 
lakhs, or 64 per cent., while expenditure showed a saving 
of 22 lakhs on the Budget estimates, and was Rs. 1} lakhs 
less than the previous year, in spite of the extra tonnage 
handled. 

The working of the Port Trust Railway was satisfactory ; 
the ratio of working expenses to receipts was the lowest 
on record, retrenchments amounting to 38 per cent. of the 
total expenditure having been effected during the last five 
vears. Capital expenditure was again reduced to a 
minimum, and for the third year running no capital loan 
was raised. The capital balances at the end of the year 
were Rs. 59 lakhs, so that it will be unnecessary to float a 
loan during the current financial year. Reductions in 
scheduled charges amounting to Rs. 8} lakhs per annum 
have been sanctioned, and are as follows:—Reduction in 
the petrol wharfage by 40 per cent. and in the export 
wharfage of liquid fuel bunkers by 40 per cent., with 
effect from last April. Reductions in the Cotton Depdt 
rents have been granted amounting to Rs. 380,000 per 
annum, or 23 per cent. 

It is hoped that all-round reductions in wharfage charges 
will follow. It is understood that the consideration of 
these has been delayed by the present labour unrest and 
the adverse effect which the protracted mill strike must 
have on the financial prosperity of Bombay. 

In explanation of the comparative high charges which 
exist in the Port of Bombay, it is stated that the port 
is a costly one to develop and equip for the ever- 
expanding requirements of modern commerce. Nearly 
half of every rupee it collects on trade goes in payment 
of the interest and sinking fund charges on its capital 
debt of Rs. 22} crores. Out of this figure approximately 
one-third has been from time to time advanced by Govern- 
ment, and a considerable proportion of these advances was 
financed out of post-war loans raised by Government at a 
high rate of interest. 
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BRITISH MALAYA.

WINNIPEG HYDRO-ELECTRIC DEVELOP- 
MENTS. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Winnipeg reports that the 
City of Winnipeg hydro-electric system is at the present 
time obtaining power from its plant at Pointe du Bois on 
the Winnipeg River. This plant began to deliver power 
to the City in 1911; additional equipment has been in- 
stalled from time to time to take care of an annual average 
load increase of 16:4 per cent. until the maximum of 
105,000 horse-power is being developed. 

It is now felt that a new source of power must be pro- 
vided to meet the steadily increasing demand, and arrange- 
ments are therefore being made to submit proposals to the 
ratepayers of the City in November for the development 
of Slave Falls, the initial installation to be completed by 
1931, To assure the increase until the new plant is in a 
position to deliver power, arrangements have been made 
to purchase a supply from the Manitoba Power Company. 

The Slave Falls power site is situated on the Winnipeg 
River about six miles south of the present plant. A large 
island in the river offers facilities for the erection of the 
power house, dam and regulating spillways. The power 
house, which will be 530 feet long, will contain eight 
vertical turbine units, each of approximately 12,500 h.p. 
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capacity, and the dam will contain four sluice gates, 50 
feet wide, which, with the aid of the spillways, will be 
capable of discharging flood waters exceeding 100,000 cubic 
feet per second. Two small turbine units, each of 500 h.p. 
capacity, will be installed for station service requirements. 
Four transmission line circuits, eighty miles in length, 
supported by two lines of towers, will transmit the power 
between Slave Falls and Winnipeg. These circuits will 
operate at 115,000 volts. 

The water of Slave Falls will be raised by means of dams 
so as to provide an average head of 30 feet. With the 
dependable flow in the river of 20,000 cubic feet ver 
second and a daily load factor of 65 per cent., the maxi- 
mum amount of power that can be developed with proper 
control of the flow of water from the plant higher up the 
river will be 90,000 h.p. 


Cost oF PLANT. 


The complete cost of the power plant at Slave 
Falls will be approximately 10,500,000 dollars. The initial 
cost, however, will only be about 6,500,000 dols., as, though 
the complete dam and power house substructures will be 
completed, only two generating units, two transmission 
circuits and half the power house superstructure will at 
first be necessary. 

When the plant at Slave Falls is fully developed, it is 
estimated that the annual cost per horse-power for 90,000 
h.p. will be 10-38 dols. at the plant, and for 81,000 h.p. 
delivered to Winnipeg 14-04 dols. Inasmuch, however, as 
this development can be regarded as an extension of the 
established plant at Pointe du Bois it is estimated that 
the combined annual cost per horse-power for 105,000 h.p. 
at the plant will be 8-82 dols., and for 175,000 h.p. de- 
livered to Winnipeg 12-20 dols. The new plant is expected 
to reach its full capacity in 1935. 

The development of the Slave Falls power site is depen- 
dent upon the approval of the ratepayers of the City at 
the civic elections which will be held shortly. In anticipa- 
tion, however, of this approval tenders are being called 
for equipment likely to be required. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 


THE BOOT AND SHOE INDUSTRY. 


The fifteenth of the series of Preliminary Reports on 


the Census of Production taken in the Irish Free State | 


in 1926 deals with the Boot and Shoe Industry. The 
Census of Population Volume on Occupational Statistics 
shows that the number of persons who described them- 
selves either as employers or managers in boot and shoe- 
making concerns or as boot and shoe makers was 6,796. 
Probably nearly 5,000 of the latter were working on their 
own account without any paid or family assistants. It 
was considered quite impracticable to obtain from these 
‘one-man ’’ concerns reliable returns of their production 
in 1926, and efforts were concentrated on securing accurate 
particulars from boot and shoe-making establishments 
whose gross output exceeded £300 in 1926. Only 105 
concerns showed a gross output of over £300 and the net 
output of these 105 concerns amounted to £193,201. The 
net output from the very large number of smaller estab- 
lishments engaged principally on repair work must have 
amounted to over £500,000 on the assumption that the net 
annual output per person employed was about £100. 


SELLING VALUES: Cost OF MATERIALS. 


The gross output of the products of the 105 firms in 
1926 was £401,845, of which £208,613 consisted of heavy 
boots and shoes. Costs of raw materials was £200,307, 
fuel, etc., £4,009, and cases, boxes, etc., purchased 
£4,328. The net value of the output was, therefore, as 
stated, £193,201. < 


Waces AND Persons EMPLOYED. 


The total amounts paid in salaries and wages by the 
105 firms in connection with the output referred to above 
were:—salaries £21,722 and wages and earnings £106,754, 
making a total of £128,476. 

The total number of persons engaged in the establish- 
ments was 1,417, consisting of 997 males and 420 females. 


CAPACITY OF ENGINES, ETC. 

The effective horse-power of prime movers was 252, the 
kilowatt capacity of electric generators was 230, and the 
rated horse-power of electric motors (exclusive of con- 
verters or transformers) was 248.

CHINA. 


TRADE OF CANTON, JANUARY-JUNE. 


The British Vice-Consul at Canton reports that the 
principal British importers of piece-goods generally are 
of the opinion that the considerable increase in the import 
of blankets and rugs is due to a demand by the Chinese 
to-day for a much higher class of articles than they 
formerly used. As regards thinner materials, such as 
poplins, imports were maintained during the period under 
review. 


Rice.—For about eighteen months now, since the ter- 
mination of the strike and boycott, foreign rice, coming 
chiefly from Siam and French Indo-China, has been im- 
ported into Hong Kong, and there bought for spot cash 
for subsequent transport into the interior. The foreign 
rice business is entirely in the hands of Chinese. Accord- 
ing to one estimate, the annual production in Kwang- 
tung is about 35 million piculs, or something over 2 million 
tons. The total amount entering the province by the two 
main ports of Canton and Swatow is from 850,000 to 
a million tons annually, according to the same source, 
being therefore something under half the amount pro- 
duced, or a third of the total consumption. As the busi- 
ness is nearly all done in Hong Kong, however, Customs 
figures are in no way representative. The first rice crop 
in 1928 is stated to have been a good one. 


EXPorts. 


Feathers.—One of the leading British exporting houses 
states that business in the export of feathers is flourish- 
ing. The buying and shipping is done almost entirely at 
Fat-Shan and other inland riverside towns on account of 
tax difficulties in Canton. Consequently the merest frac- 
tion of what is exported appears in Customs figures. 


Hides.—The increase in exports is due to a correspond- 
ing growth in the demand of European markets for 
higher quality leather for upholstery and other purposes. 


Canes.—It is stated by one of the principal dealers in 
this commodity that the great falling off in exports during 
the March quarter is explained by the strike of cane- 
workers during that period, but that orders have now 
been filled, and deliveries are now being made at home in 
such large quantities as will adversely affect exports until 
next season. 


Wolfram Ore.—There was a good demand for wolfram 
ore during the first quarter of the current year, and any 
consignments appearing on the local market have been 
eagerly snapped up at increasing prices for shipment to 
Europe. 


Mats and Matting. —This trade is said to be flourishing, 
despite higher prices brought about by labour demands 
by the Unions, the abnormal difference between the June 
quarter figures for 1927 and 1928 being explained by the 
fact that up- country shipments were held up in the early 
part of 1927 and came through in all the larger quan- 
tities during the June quarter of that year. 


General.—It is to be observed that, 
native, semi-native and foreign houses, there are at 
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present about 40 firms in Canton.all in close competition, 
in an endeavour to extract a profit out of the sundry 
export business. In present trading conditions it is ques- 
tionable whether there exists sufficient business to support 
all these concerns, and unless trade in Kwangtung shows 
some general improvement the 1928 prospects are not 
bright. 


Tue SitK INpDUsTRY. 


From the view point of the foreign merchant, the six 
months under review can be regarded as fairly satisfac- 
tory. The low prices of Canton.raw silk offer a constant 
outlet; and a fact which always provided encouragement 
to the consumer is the narrow fluctuations which prices 
have shown. Canton silk is again being favoured on the 
consuming markets, due to the fashion for crepe, for which 
article Canton silks are particularly suitable. Competi- 
tion on the local market has become extremely keen, and 
it is very difficult, therefore, to make the business in raw 
silk a profitable one. 


In reviewing the situation of raw silk in general, one 
cannot omit to mention the fact that the production in 
Japan is constantly being increased. Japan’s share in the 
world’s production amounted to 70 per cent. in 1927. This 
percentage is expected to be further enhanced this year. 
On the other hand, this over-production has forced prices 
to such a low level that the consumption figures in Europe, 
and particularly in America, are showing also an increase. 


The first three silk crops this season gave the following 
yield :— 

First crop, 8,000 bales, as against last year’s first crop, 
2,000 bales; second crop, 10,000 bales, as against 6,000 
bales; and third crop, 8,000 bales, as against last year’s 
third crop, 8,000 bales; making a total of 26,000 bales for 
this year’s three crops, as against 16,000 bales last year. 
This year’s figures can be considered as normal. The 
quality of the silk maintains a fairly satisfactory stan- 
dard. Shipments during the period January-June last in- 
clusive were as follows :—

The British Commercial Secretary at Prague reports that 
according to provisional figures furnished by the State Sta- 
tistical Office, imports and exports during September last 
amounted in value to 1,643,946,000 crowns, and 
1,829,760,000 crs., while during the first nine months of 
the current year the totals were 13,619,323,000 crs. and 
14,947,683,000 crs. respectively. The trade balance of the 
country during the two periods mentioned was therefore 
favourable to the extent of 185,614,000 crs. and 
1,328,360,000 crs. respectively. The following table gives

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER. 
(From the British Embassy.) 
PaRIs. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first nine 
months of 1928 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 38,769 million francs, as against 38,440 million frs. in 
the first nine months of 1927, a decrease of 329 million 
frs., or 0-8 per cent. That of exports totalled 37,551 
million frs., as against 40,070 million frs., a decrease of 
2,519 million frs., or more than 6 per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,798 million frs., whereas 
there was an increase of 738 million frs. in those of raw 
materiais and of 1,388 million frs. in those of manufac- 
tured articles, an advance of 3 per cent. in the former in- 
stance and of 33 per cent. in the latter. Exports of food- 
stuffs rose by 862 million frs., but there was a fall of 2,720 
million frs. and 660 million frs. respectively in those of 
raw materials and manufactured articles, a decrease in 
the last case of more than 2-5 per cent. 

In the first nine months of 1928 there was an unfavour- 
able balance of visible exchanges amounting to 1,218 
million frs., as against a favourable balance of 1,680 million 
frs. in the corresponding period of last year. 

As regards weight, imports for the first nine months of 
1928 amounted to 36,298,000 tons, as against 37,459,000 
tons in January-September, 1927, a decrease of 1,161,000 
tons, or about 3 per cent., and exports to 31,136,000 tons, 
as against 27,994,000 tons, an increase of 3,142,000 tons, or 
more than 11 per cent. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 
1,176,000 tons and of raw materials by 170,000 tons, but 
there was an increase of 186,100 tons in those of manufac- 
tured articles. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 326,000 tons 
and of raw materials by 2,836,000 tons, whereas there was 
a fall of 21,000 tons in the outward movement of manu- 
factured articles. 





OMAN. 


TRADE OF MUSCAT, 1927-28. 
(From the British Consul.)

The total foreign trade for the year under review 
amounted in value to £518,944, comparing with £474,202 
in 1926-27, showing an increase of £44,742. Imports were 
responsible for £370,659 and exports £148,285, whereas in

The chief contributors of the imports were:—-India 
£293,402, Singapore £30,974, Persia £18,513, and the 
United Kingdom £13,878, while the principal recipients of 
the exports were India £100,617, Ceylon £21,436, and the 
United States £10,520. The United Kingdom’s quota was 
£830. 

SHIPPING. 

During the period under survey 126 steamships entered 
and cleared the port, representing a net tonnage of 
406,093, and 107 sailing vessels with a tonnage of 11,808. 
Of the steamships entering the port 116 were from India, 
4 from the United Kingdom and 6 from the United States. 





POLAND.

The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that during July last imports into and exports from 
Poland were valued at 288,195,000 zloty and 201,522,000 
zloty respectively.

Portugal supplied a large proportion of the cotton piece- 
goods, wines and boots and shoes, while out of the 134 
passenger motor cars imported into the country during the 
period January-June last, the United States supplied 101. 
In the same period of 1927, the United States supplied 52 
out of 102. Italy, during this period, supplied 15 and 
33 respectively. Motor lorries entering the country in the 
period under review numbered 114, of which the United 
States supplied 93, while in the first half of 1927 she sup- 
plied 48 out of 75.

agricultural machinery and parts £27,698, passenger motor 
cars £25,932 (£21,116), industrial and mining machinery 
and parts £21,759 (£28,263), petrol £20,887, motor lorries 
£20,846 (£11,296), iron and steel £15,775 (£13,331), and 
boots and shoes £10,143 (£17,716). 

In addition to the items referred to above, the under- 
mentioned goods were imported to a value of £7,000 cr 
more; they are arranged in order of importance, and the 
percentage figures given in brackets after some of them 
represent the proportion of Portuguese origin or national-

DISTRIBUTION OF ‘TRADE. 

The total value of imports (excluding specie) from 
British Empire countries during the period under review 
was £561,483, as against £371,463 in the corresponding 
period for 1927. The chief contributors were the United 
Kingdom £204,264, South Africa £168,629, and India 
£137,155. Other contributors included Portugal and Por- 
tuguese Possessions £327,014, Germany £226,696, the 
United States £102,696, Belgium £51,693, Holland and 
Dutch Possessions £27,533, Japan £24,374, France 
£16,716, Italy £14,738, and Switzerland £11,968. 

As regards exports (excluding specie) British Empire 
countries absorbed £128,470, as against £99,319 in 1927, 
of which the United Kingdom took £48,993, South Africa 
£56,454, and India £15,829. Other recipients included 
Portugal and Portuguese Possessions £106,858, Germany 
£56,059, Belgium £31,423, France £250,677, Holland 
£17,515, Italy £42,950, and the United States and ships’ 


stores £4,697. 


OPENINGS FOR BritisH TRADE. 

As regards imports it would appear that German 
goods are regaining their favoured pre-war position in 
the Mozambique market at the expense of British goods. 
It is considered that the reason of this unsatisfactory 
position is largely due to the unwillingness of British 
manufacturers and exporters to finance goods in the same 
way as their competitors, who, by participating in the office 
expenses of local firms, by long credits frequently ex- 
tended, and by effecting sales at lower prices than British 
firms appear willing to accept, are making serious inroads 
on the predominant position which, during the last few 
years, has been held by British trade in the colony.

PETROL-DRIVEN CARS ON STATE RAILWAYS. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Oslo reports that 
the use of petrol-driven cars on the Norwegian State 
Railways appears likely to increase. 

According to statements recently made to the press 
there are now in operation ten narrow-gauge cars, built at 
Trondhjem, which have proved very satisfactory, in addi- 
tion to several foreign standard-gauge cars, including two 
light bogie cars and three two-axle cars with Norwegian 
bodies. There are further under construction in the 
Trondhjem district eight standard-gauge cars, each of 
which is to be driven by two petrol motors, one of 100 
horse-power and one of 60 to 70 h.p. The maximum speed 
is to be about 60 kilometres an hour. 

The new cars are to be employed on _ long-distance 
service, and it is apparently the intention of the railway 
authorities to develop this form of transport considerably 
in districts where there is little traffic.

AUSTRALIA. 


SOUTH AUSTRALIAN FRUIT CROPS. 

The suitability of the soil and climate in South Australia 
leads to the production of a wide range of choice fruits, 
and, reports the Government Immigration Intelligence 
and Tourist Bureau at Adelaide, some illuminating figures 
on the past season’s returns from orchards and vineyards 
have been made available by the Government Statist. 








CROPS—Continued. 





The apple crop yielded a record total of 1,352,264 
bushels. Record crops of pears (213,688 bushels) and of 
plums and prunes (183,605 bushels) were also gathered. 
Of other fruits, apricots returned 189,004 bushels; peaches 
and nectarines, 195,485 bushels; oranges, 377,433 bushels; 
and cherries, 48,792 bushels. 

The total value of the fruit crops was £842,475, as 
against an average for the last five seasons of £713,363. 

During the past season 84,422 tons of grapes were har- 
vested; of this quantity the greater proportion was 
utilised in the manufacture of wine, producing 12,796,796 
gallons. The total value of vineyard crops was £1,859,873, 
which compared favourably with the average for the pre- 
ceding quinquennial period of £1,690,447, 





BRITISH INDIA. 


PRODUCTION OF TEA IN 1927. 

The total area under tea in 1927 was 752,900 acres, or 
nearly 2 per cent. larger than in the preceding year, states 
the Director-General of the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta, in a Supplement to 
the ‘‘ indian Trade Journal.”’ 

The area abandoned in the year was 7,200 acres, but new 
extensions (including replanting in areas abandoned in 
previous years) amounted to 20,700 acres. Thus there was 
a net increase of 13,500 acres during the year. 

Of the total area under tea in India 81 per cent. lies in 
Assam (in the Brahmaputra and Surma Valleys) and in 
the two contiguous districts (Darjeeling and Jalpaiguri) of 
Northern Bengal. The elevated region over the Malabar 
Coast in Southern India (including the State of Travan- 
core and the British districts of Malabar, Nilgiris, and 
Coimbatore) contains 15 per cent. of the total. 

Of the total area of 752,900 acres. for which either 
returns or complete estimates were received, 695,900 acres 
were reported to have been plucked during the year, as 
against 695,000 acres (revised) in 1926. On the remaining 
57,000 acres, the plants were either too young to be 
plucked or were not plucked at all. 

The total number of plantations was 4,289 in 1927, as 
against 4,048 (revised) in 1926, and the total production of 
black and green tea is reported to have been 390,920,000 Ibs. 
(of which black tea represented 386,892,000 Ibs.). The net 
decrease as compared with 1927 was 2,013,000 Ibs. The 
decline occurred chiefly in Assam, where it was due mainly 
to unfavourable weather conditions. The total quantity of 
green tea reported to have been manufactured in the year 
under review was 4,028,000 Ibs., as compared with 
4,693,000 lbs. (revised) in 1926. 





CANADA. 


DISTRIBUTION OF SEED WHEAT. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


The Dominion Department of Agriculture will distribute 
among Canadian farmers this year nearly 25,000 bushels 
of seed wheat of the Garnet and Reward varieties. The 
new varieties were developed at the Central Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa, and the grain ripens from seven to ten 
days earlier than other varieties, the yield being stated to 
be equal to that of Marquis wheat. 

The demand for seed for the new varieties is said by 
the authorities to be greater than the supply, although the 
seed is sold to the farmer at three dollars a bushel. Iast 
year’s sales of seed grain amounted to approximately 3,000 
bushels.

GARNET WHEAT: A GREAT SCIENTIFIC 
ACHIEVEMENT. 

(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 

The development of Garnet wheat, a new variety of 
great promise, is almost an epic in the realm of scientific 
achievement, according to the Dominion Cerealist at the 
Canadian Government Experimental Farm, Ottawa. This 
new wheat was placed on the market only two years ago 
after almost half a century of patient but determined 
effort connected with its breeding and evolution. 

In 1914 Garnet wheat was included in the regular variety 
test-plots at the Experimental Farm at Ottawa. In 1919 
it was tested at the Experimental Farms in the Prairie 
Provinces. In 1925 the Branch Farms were able to sow 
320 acres, from which was produced about 9,700 bushels. 
In 1926 some 6,954 bushels of Garnet seed were offered to 
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CROPS—Continued. 





Prairie farmers with a four-bushel limit to any one farmer. 
Some 2,826 farmers, including 862 soldier settlers, secured 
two to four hundred lots, and this, together with seed 
from increasing test samples by two or three seed growers, 
made a total of some 14,000 bushels, or enough to seed 
12,000 acres. 


Its CONTRIBUTION TO CANADIAN AGRICULTURE. 


This year Garnet wheat was observed growing in all 
parts of the West. The section east of Prince Albert and 
north of Tisdale, Saskatchewan, is practically a Garnet 
country. It is an early maturing variety, and produces a 
high proportion of grain to straw. It usually ripens from 
six to twelve days ahead of Marquis, and has consequently 
enabled the area of wheat production to be extended much 
further northward. 

In 1903 it was reported that wheat would never grow 
in the Peace River country, Alberta. This year Garnet 
was being cut there on 2]st August. Crops were more 
advanced in the Peace River district than further south, 
and some of the West’s finest crops were seen there. In 
the Rio Grande section of the Peace River country on 22nd 
August 31 varieties of wheat were identified, and of these 
16 were Garnet, seven Marquis, five Huron, one Turkey 
Red, one Ruby, and one Reward, which indicates the way 
in which Garnet wheat is spreading in Western Canada. 
As an early maturer and good yielder it has no equal. Its 
discovery is regarded as an epoch-making contribution to 
Canadian agriculture.

THE IRON AND STEEL INDUSTRY IN 1927. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


figures just issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
at Ottawa indicate that sales of Canadian-made pig iron, 
steel ingots, direct steel castings and rolled iron and 
steel products were valued at 46,412,717 dollars in 1927, 
marking an increase of 11 per cent. over the 1926 total 
of 41,883,565 dols. 

The industry had a capital investment in Canada of 
96,295,734 dols.; afforded employment to an average over 
the year of 7,396 people, to whom there was paid 
11,809,198 dols. in salaries and wages, and by manufac- 
turing processes added 27,418,777 dols. to the value of 
purchased materials which cost 18,993,940 dols. 


TWO BRITISH COLUMBIAN MINES. 


The British Columbia Chamber of Mines has forwarded 
to the High Commissioner for Canada in London Reports 
on two mining properties in Kamloops, at which encour- 
aging results have recently been achieved, and which it is 
desired to bring to the attention of British investors. 

The properties in question are the Cotton Belt Mines in 
the Seymour River area, 6,000 feet above sea-level at the 
head of Shuswap Lake, and the Meadow View gold-quartz 
property which has recently been added to and controlled 
by Cotton Belt Mines, Ltd.

IRON AND STEEL INDUSTRY, 
JANUARY-SEPTEMBER. 


The Swedish Consulate-General in London reports that 
during the first nine months of the current year the pro- 
duction of iron and steel amounted to 991,900 tons, as 
compared with 938,100 tons in the corresponding three 
quarters of 1927. The principal items in the production 
were rolled and hammered steel and iron, direct market- 
able, 300,900 tons, as against 248,500 tons in the same 
period of last year, Martin ingots and scrapped castings 
299,900 tons (268,000 tons), pig iron, including direct pro- 
duced castings 267,800 tons (311,800 tons), crucible and

electric ingots 58,000 tons (31,700 tons), Bessemer and 
Thomas ingots 41,700 tons (56,600 tons), and blooms and 
rough bars 23,600 tons (21,500 tons). 


Imports AND Exports. 

Imports of iron and steel during rhe nine months under 
review amounted to 279,740 tons, as against 247,583 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1927, while imports of iron 
other than pig iron totalled 226,223 tons and 215,429 tons 
respectively. 

As regards the first category (iron and steel imports) 
the chief items were rolled bars, shapes, etc., 109,036 tons, 
as against 100,285 tons; plates and sheets, 56,530 tous 
(58,020 tons); pig iron, 53,517 tons (32,154 tons); wrougit 
iron tubes, 18,711 tons (16,080 tons); rails, 16,632 tons 
(17,671 tons); cast iron pipes, 12,076 tons (11,390 tons); 
tinplate, 8,340 tons (7,410 tons); cold rolled or drawn 
bars, 3,072 tons (2,092 tons); manganese, etc., 1,502 tons 
(2,381 tons); and ferro-manganese and ferro-silicon, 324 
tons (100 tons).

EXPORT DRAWBACKS : SILK AND ARTIFICIAL 
SILK. 

Notice No. 99 (Silk Exports.—No. 1, Revised) has been 
issued by the Commissioners of Customs and Excise, giving 
up-to-date general information as to the normal procedure 
to be adopted in claiming drawback on the exportation of 
silk and artificial silk goods. 

The rates of drawback on the exportation of silk and 
artificial silk goods authorised by the Finance Acts, 1925 
and 1926, are divided into three main classes, viz. :— 

Crass I.—These drawbacks apply only to articles pro- 
duced in Great Britain or Northern Ireland from duty- 
paid material. They are as follows :—

The above rates are payable whether the duty on the 
material from which the articles are made was paid at the 
full Customs, the preferential Customs, or the Excise rate, 
but provision is made for alternative scales of drawback 
for certain of these goods instead of the rates shown above; 
information as to these alternative scales, in which the 
rate of drawback is dependent on the rate of duty paid on 
the material used, is given in Notices Nos. 100 and 125. 

Where yarns or tissues are made of silk or artificial silk 
mixed with each other or with other textile fibres, the 
drawback will be pavable on the weight of silk or artificial 
silk in them. 

Crass II.—This Class includes articles not in Class I. 
above or Class III. below, which at the time of exporta- 
tion are within the same tariff category as they were when 
duty (either Customs or Excise) was paid. The draw- 
back in these cases is equal to the amount of duty payable 
on the same weights of the like goods. 

The principal articles covered by this Class are— 

Imported cocoons, waste and raw silk, discharged or 
undischarged, re-exported in the same form. 

Imported yarns re-exporied in the form of yarn, and 
imported tissues re-exported in the form of tissue. 
If undischarged yarns or tissues have been wholly 
discharged in this country, this excludes them from 
this Class and brings them into Class I. 

Artificial silk singles yarn, straw and waste, upon 
which duty was charged as such, whether at the 
Customs or Excise rates. 

Crass III.—In the case of any made-up articles consist- 
ing wholly or partly of silk or artificial silk, the draw- 
backs are as follows :— 

(a) If imported as a made-up article and exported in 

the form and state in which it was imported— 

A sum equal to the amount shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the Commissioners to have been paid as 
duty. 

(b) If manufactured in Great Britain or Northern Ire- 

land from silk or artificial silk— 

A sum equal to the amount payable as drawback 
in respect of such a quantity of the like silk or 
artificial silk as, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners, has been used in the manufacture of 
the article. (The drawbacks will be calculated 
at the appropriate rate on the silk or artificial 
silk under Class [. or Class II. above as applic- 
able). 

Drawback is allowed on British manufactured socks and 
stockings at the appropriate tissue rate on the actual net 
weight of silk or artificial silk in the goods as exported. 

[For convenience of reference a note as to the statutory 
rates of duty on silk and artificial sk is printed at the 
end of the Notice. ] 
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In no case is drawback payable unless the statutory 
conditions are satisfied. The main statutory conditions 
are :— 

(1) duty must have been paid in respect of the goods 
exported, or of the material from which they were 
made ; 

(2) the goods must not have been used, or, in the case 
of articles of clothing, must not have been used 
otherwise than as models for trade exhibition; 

(3) the goods must be exported as merchandise or 
shipped for use as stores; 

(4) the goods must not be of less value for home use 
than the amount of the drawback claimed. 


Special arrangements are in force with reference to draw- 
back on articles of clothing imported for use as models for 
trade exhibition. Particulars of these arrangements can 
be obtained from the local Officer of Customs and Excise, 

Other sections of the Notice deal with bonds which must 
be entered into as security for the due exportation of the 
goods upon which drawback is claimed; the procedure to 
be followed by exporters prior to the packing of goods for 
exportation; the despatch of goods by exporter for ship- 
ment; the procedure on exportation by the Parcel Post; 
payment of drawback and verification of claims, etc. A 
list is also added of other Notices referring to drawback 
on silk and artificial silk goods, and, as indicated above, 
details of duties payable on silk and artificial silk.

NOTICE TO EXPORTERS: INVOICE REQUIRE- 
MENTS FOR MOTOR CARS AND CHASSIS. 


The following is the text of the latest issue of the official 
instructions of the Commonwealth Department of Trade 
and Customs regarding the invoicing of motor cars and 
motor car chassis :— 

In connection with the importation of motor cars, duty 
is payable in Australia on each part separately, e.g., body, 
chassis, tyres, lamps, windshield, top, etc., and as to the 
current domestic value the prices shown in invoice must be 
those at which each part is or would be sold separately on 
the domestic market, notwithstanding that such part is 
exported to Australia incorporated in a complete car or 
chassis. 

(2) In setting out on invoices the values of the separate 
parts of cars exported complete the following items are 
regarded as comprising a motor car body in accordance 
with the Australian Customs Tariff :— 

Body frame, panels, and doors. 

('pholstering and trimmings. 

Brackets for lamps. 

Brackets for spare tire, wheel or rim. 

Hood, irons, also known as bow rests, top rests, top sup- 
ports, top brackets, bow holders, bow clamps, bow 
supports. 

Robe rail. 

Windshields when imported with bodies having fixed or 
movable canopy tops. 

Luggage grids or rails. 

Foot or arm rests. 

Mudguards or fenders (front and rear). 

Foot or running boards and shields or valances therefor. 

Dashboard. 

Instrument board assembly. 

Lamps, dome, when fitted into motor car bodies with fixed 
or movable canopy tops. 

Lamp tie rods 

Visors, sun, when imported with and for use with bodies 
having fixed or movable canopy tops. 

(3) A chassis, in accordance with the Australian Customs 
Tariff, comprises the following :— 

Frame, but not including guards or bumpers (front and 
rear) or shock absorbers. 

Wheels (but not tires), including spare wheel or spare rim. 

Axles. 

Springs. 

Steering gear. 

Engine, not including spark plugs.

(5) Each invoice for a complete motor car (or chassis) 
shall, therefore, set out the following particulars :— 

(a) Price paid or to be paid by the Australian purchaser for 
car (or chassis) complete as listed. 

Less per cent. 

Plus any additional parts or extras (e.g., right-hand 
drive, wire wheels). 

Plus iniand freight factory to f.o.b. 

Plus outside casing. 

Plus cost of labour in packing into outside casing. 

(b) Gross selling price of complete car (or chassis) on the 
home market. 

Less discount allowed to home buyers who purchase in 
quantities similar to the Australian purchaser 
per cent. 

(c) Net prices ordinarily charged for the separate parts 
when sold separately (or as would be charged if sold 
separately), to home buyers based, where possible, on 
Parts Price List, less ordinary parts trade discounts :— 

Body comprising frame, etc. (vide clause (2) ). 

Chassis, comprising frame, etc. (vide clause (3) ). 

Battery. 

Sparking plugs. 

Canopy, top or hood. 

Windshield, when not imported with bodies having 
fixed or movable canopy tops. 

Lamps (head, side, tail and inspection). 

Horn. 

Bumper bars.

Lamp tie rods, when chassis only imported.

For spare wheel (i.e., for protection from weather).

Tires (values based on current dealers’ lists less per 
cent.) :— 

Casings showing quantity, make, kind, size, weight 
and value. 

Tubes, showing..quantity, make, kind, size, weight 
and value. 

Any other accessories supplied not mentioned above. 


(6) If chassis (without body) is exported and fitted with 
certain parts which comprise the body (vide clause (2) ), 
such parts are to be shown separately on invoices. 


(7) Should there be no home market list prices for chassis 
as indicated in Clause 3, the current domestic value of 
such chassis should be arrived at by deducting from the 
net domestic value of the equipped chassis the allowances 
(if any) for non-assembly and non-supply of fittings and 
75 per cent. of the net home market value of the standard 
domestic fittings supplied to Australia other than those 
mentioned in Clause (3). 


(8) A declaration in the following terms in support of 
the correctness of the home market values of the separate 
parts must appear on the invoice, duly signed (in a per- 
sonal capacity), dated and witnessed :— 

as A of am the manufacturer (or 
supplier), (or am duly authorised to make this declara- 
tion on behalf of the said manufacturer or supplier) of 
the goods described in this invoice, and I have the means 
of knowing and do hereby declare that the particulars 
shown above as to the respective prices charged to the 

Australian purchaser and to home market buyers cor- 

rectly represents the facts, and I further declare that 

the net home consumption prices shown hereon for the 
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various component parts and accessories are not less than 
the net prices which are or which would be charged for 
such parts and accessories if and when sold for consump- 
tion in the country of export at the date of shipment to 
Australia.”’

(9) For shipments of bulk quantities of spare or repair 
parts the invoice must show in a separate column the 
current domestic value in country of export at date of ex- 
portation to Australia, and the invoice must bear the 
declaration prescribed by Regulation 34. 


(10) In respect of cars, chassis, parts or accessories, which 
are of United Kingdom origin and entitled to entry under 
the British Preferential Tariff, declaration in accordance 
with preamble and paragraphs 5 to 9 of Form 9 should 
appear on the invoice, and should show the total value of 
those items only which are entitled to preference. The 
name of the country of origin is to be inserted against each 
item on the face of the invoice where origin is not in- 
dicated by the preference declaration. 


PREFERENCE CONDITIONS: BONE AND 
MAIZE. 


A ‘‘ Notice of Determination relating to Preferential 
Tariff Conditions ’’ (No. 20), dated 24th August, 1928, 
has been issued by the Commonwealth Department of 
Trade and Customs under which ‘‘ Bone in the natural 
state’’ and ‘‘ Maize’’ are added to the list of ‘* Raw 
Materials ’’ for the production or manufacture of goods 
in the United Kingdom for the purpose of the conditions 
governing the application of the British Preferen®ial 
Tariff. 





CANADA. 


VALUE FOR DUTY: LUXURY, ETC., TAXES IN 
COUNTRY OF EXPORT. 

Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 3516, dated 5th October, 1928, 
issued by the Department of National Revenue, Ottawa, 
lays down that in calculating the value of goods for duty 
purposes, luxury and other internal taxes in the country 
of export which are only collected on sales to the consumer, 
and not on sales to wholesalers or dealers, are not to be 
added to the fair market value as sold for home consump- 
tion to wholesalers or dealers, on importations. by whole- 
salers or dealers in Canada. This applies to the French 
luxury tax, which, it is understood, is collected exclusively 
on sales to consumers, but the French sales tax, which is 
collected on sales to the trade, must be included in the 
value of the goods for duty purposes, 





MAURITIUS. 


AMENDMENT OF CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


Proclamation No. 25 of 1928, dated 26th July; 1928, 
amends item 80 (i) and (ii) of the Customs. Tariff 
Ordinance by adding “ Bricks’ and ‘‘ Earthenware ’”’ to 
the produce of the Colony, for the manufacture of, which 
machinery and parts may be imported into the Colony at 
the rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem. 

Proclamation No. 26 of 1928, dated 26th July, 1928, 
amends item 17 (i) and (ii) of the Customs Preferential 
Tariff by the addition of ‘‘ Bricks’? and ‘‘ Earthenware ”’ 
to the produce of the Colony, for the manufacture of which 
machinery and parts may be imported under the British 
Preferential Tariff at the rate of Rs. 1-52 per 1,000 kilogs. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA. 


REBATE OF CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

Government Notice (No. 618), dated 14th September, 
1928, directs that until further notice a rebate of the whole 
of the Customs duties will be granted on the articles 
enumerated below on the first importation or when taken 
out of bond, subject to certain specified conditions :— 

Fuel or other oils, beeswax, liquid glue, potassium 
chlorate cartridges, printed wrapping papers and boxes 
(wooden) imported in pieces or shooks for use of the ex- 
plosives manufacturing industry. 
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BRAZIL. 


SURTAX ON MOTOR VEHICLES, GASOLINE, 
ETC. 

The Board of Trade have received copy of a Brazilian 
Decree (No. 5,525) of 5th September, which makes pro- 
vision for the raising of a loan for the construction and 
upkeep of roads. Article 2 of this Decree increases as 
follows the special surtaxes on motor vehicles, gasoline, etc., 
established by the Decree of 5th January, 1927 (see the 
‘‘ Journal” of 3rd March, 1927, page 264):—On gasoline, 
from 60 to 80 reis per kilog.; on automobiles, motor omni- 
buses, motor lorries, motor chassis, pneumatic and solid 
tyres, inner tubes, motor cycles, bicycles, sidecars, and 
accessories for automobiles, from 20 to 30 per cent. of the 
duties; on automobile accessories not dutiable on an ad 
valorem or per unit basis, from 50 to 60 reis per kilog. 





CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN REQUIREMENT 
WITHDRAWN FOR CERTAIN GOODS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that certificates of origin are no longer required 
in respect of the importation into Czechoslovakia of grain, 
malt, pulse, flour and milled products (Tariff Nos. 23-33), 
onfons and garlic (Tariff No. 41) and hog’s fat, lard, bacon, 
goose fat, melted down or not (Tariff No. 89). 





HAYTI. 


INTERNAL TAX ON ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 
AND TOBACCO; EXPORT DUTIES TO BE 
REDUCED. 


‘‘ Le Moniteur ”’ (the Haytian Official Journal) for 16th 
and 20th August contains a Law, dated 14th August, which 
came into force on Ist September, providing for the estab- 
lishment of an internal tax on alcohol or alcoholic bever- 
ages and manufactured or otherwise prepared tobacco 
products which are produced in or are imported into Haiti. 
In the case of imported goods the tax is collected at the 
time of their receipt in the Customs.

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The above taxes are to provide revenue to enable the 
Government to reduce the burden imposed on trade and 
agriculture by export duties; and the Government is 
authorised, as from Ist October, 1929, to suspend, in 
whole or in part, one or more of the export duties now in 
force, with a view to reducing the proceeds from export 
duties by an amount estimated to equal the yield from 
the taxes established by the present Law. 





LITHUANIA. 


EXPORT DUTY ON LINSEED CAKE. 


H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that the duty on linseed 
cake exported from Lithuania has been fixed, as from Ist 
October, at 6 lits per 100 kilogs. 





PARAGDAY. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF COTTON- 
WEAVING MACHINERY. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a recent 
Paraguayan Decree which provides that machinery for the 
manufacture of cotton fabrics, consisting of looms, winders, 
reelers, warping frames and their accessories, is to be 
assimilated to Tariff No. 625, i.e., may be imported into 
Paraguay free of Customs duty. 





POLAND. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON BACON AND LARD 
INCREASED. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports the issue of an Order, dated 25th September, in- 
creasing the Customs duties on bacon and lard imported 
into Poland with effect from 6th October. The duty on 
fresh or salt bacon has been increased from 3 to 40 zlote 
per 100 kilogs.; the duty on lard has been in- 
creased from 3 per 50 zlote per 100 kilogs., and 
the duty on smoked or spiced bacon from 20 to 60 zlote per 
100 kilogs. Fresh or salted bacon and lard will, however, 
remain dutiable at 3 zlote per 100 kilogs. if imported under 
permit from the Ministry of Finance. 


EXPORT DUTY ON OATS. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that an export duty amounting to 100 zlote per 
metric ton (1,000 kilogs.) has been imposed on oats by an 
Order dated 29th September, effective from 12th October 
until 3lst July next. 


LATE PRESENTATION OF CERTIFICATES OF 
ORIGIN (POSTAL PARCELS). 


As notified in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 28th July, 1927, certifi- 
cates of origin may be accepted by the Polish Customs 
authorities even if the certificate arrives later than the 
goods, provided that, on the date of presentation of the 
certificate, the goods are still in Customs warehouse or in 
bonded warehouse. A further Order has now been issued 
extending the above privilege to goods sent to Poland by 
parcel post. 





SPAIN. 


CONDITIONAL REDUCTION OF DUTY ON 
MAIZE. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 16th October contains a 
Royal Decree, dated 13th October, authorising the im- 
portation of a quota of 150,000 tons of maize on payment 
of a reduced Customs duty of 5} pesetas (gold) per 100 
kilogs. One-half of this quantity is to be imported through 
the Spanish Stockbreeders’ Association, whilst the 
remainder may be imported by merchants.
